A large mass of the Republican party paid a visit to the White 
, House at Washington, to congratulate President Lincoln on his 
‚ re-election, and after the bands had pe: formed patriotic airs, Presi- 
| dent Lincoln appeared at the windo over the grand entrance, and 

was enthusiastically cheered by the immense crowd assembled. 
The President then addressed them as follows: — 
| “It has long been a grave questicu whether apy Government 
| not too strong for the liberties of the psoplo can be strong enough 
| to maintain its own existence iu great emery: noie. On this point 
the present rebellion brought our republic to a severe test, and a 
| residential election occurring in regular course during the rebel- 
ion, added not a little to the strain If the loyal people united were 
| put to the utmost of their strength by the rebellion, must they not 
| fail when divided and partially paralyzed hy a political war among 
| themselves? But the election was a песе ї!у. We cannot have 
free government withont elections, aud if the rebellion could force 
us to forego or postpone a national election, it might fairly claim to 
have already conquered and ruined us. The strife cf the el ction 
is but human nature practically applied to the facts of the 
case. What bas occurred in this case must ever recur in 
| similar cases. Human nature will not сһапре. In any future 
great national trial, compared with the m+» of this, we shall 
have as weak and ag strong, as silly and as wise, вв bad and 
as good. Let па therefore, study the incidents of this as 
philosophy to learn wi. dom from, aud none of them as wrongs to be 
Longen? (Cheers ) Bat the election, along with its incidental and 
undesirable strife, has done good too. It has demonstrated that в 
people's Government can впй!вїп a natioval election in the midat of 
a great civil war. (Renewed cheers.) Until now it has not been 
known to the world that this was a possibility. It shows also how 
sound and how strong we still are It shows that, even among the 
candidates of the same party, he who is most devoted to the Union 
and most opposed to tresson can receive most of tbe people's votes. 
(Applause) It shows, also, to the extent yet known, that ve have 
more men now then we had when the war began. Gold is good in 
ita place; but living, brave, and patriotic men are better than gold. 
(Oheers and other demonstrations of applause) Bat the rebellion 
continues, and now that the election із over, may nct all having а 
common interest reuuite in & common effort to save our common 
country ? (Cheers) For my own part, I have striven and ehall 
strive to avoid placing any obstacle in the wey. (Cheers) So 
long as I have b:en here I have rot willisgly planted a thorn in 
apy man’s bosom While I am duly sensible to the high compli- 
ment of a re-election, and duly grateful, as I truat, to Almighty 
God for having directed my couuirymen to в right conclusion, as 
I thiok, for their good, it adds nothing to my satisfaction that any 
other man may be disapointed by the result. (Cheers) May I 
ask those who have not differod from we to join with me in the 
same spirit towards those who have?

THE DOUBLE OHILD HURDER AT BOULOGNE-SUR- 


On our first page we give an engraving of the principal scenes in 
connexion with the e -—— А letter in our con- 
temporary. the Era, gives the following particulars :— 

ч тома who Proll ch his two children, has confessed his crime 
He was, notwithstanding, brought up to the Palais de Justice again 
to be further questioned. A considerable crowd waited in front on 


| the ‘Place’ to see his egress from the Court-house; and as 


violence was spprehended he was removed by & side door, and 
escorted by the gendarmes along the ramparts, a very circuitous 
route, back again to the prison. The crime of this man is of the 
worst desori| and public indignation hea strength rather 
than other by his confession. According to his own account he 
took the two poor children that gloomy raw November evening 
down the quays to a secluded bank of the Liane River, and drowned 
them both, making a vain effort to drown himself also. But bie 
appearance directly after the murder negatived entirely the truth of 
his alleged attempt at self-destruction. His clothes were wet, but 
only partially so. His wife, an honest, hard-working woman, 
holding a respectable position in her sphere of life here, testifies 
that his trousers were wet no farther than the knees, aud the shirt 
which he still wears appears to have been saturated with muddy 
water, and dried atterwards from the waist to the elbow only. None 
of his ts bear а trace of entire immersion. Liane 
st the bankside is shallow, with occasional pits, and it is perfectly 
obvious that he must have held the children forcibly down beneath 
the surface to effect their suffocation. Their death by simple 
drowning was plain enough. They bad no other marke of injury 
or violence on their bodies, ex ga few nail scraiches on the 
face of the elder child, the result of bis being able to struggle a little 
againat Lis unnatural parent's hideous death grip. Distress is the 
motive alleged by the murderer for an act without a parallel, except 
in that of the Road murder. He could gain no employment, his 
children were threatened by atarvation, bis wife had discarded them 
and him, and the evil one tempted him to a devil's act. But even 
this motive is without palliation. He had deseried hi» wife and legi- 
timate children (two growa-up daughters) He lived in sin with & 
woman whom be had seduced ; and these two poor innocents were the 
victims of parental misocnduct—the old story. Their mother 
resides in Biggin-street, Dover, where she keeps, or has kept, & 
small green-grocer's shop. Her maiden name was Aune Campbell. 
We understand she had been a fellow-servant with Leducq at 
Jersey, at which place he parsed himself off as a single man, and 
induced her to marry him. He su'xcquently took her to London, 
and afterwarda to Dover: and had thus two wives, French and 
E:glish, gainiog his livelihood as a valet in an English 
family, as courier aleo, and as waiter at the  Etablisse- 
ment here last season. It is not thought that Anne Campbell 
iv an accomplice in this terrible crime. It is believed rather that 
she had been duped into parting with her children, for they were 
in excellent health, plump in body, quite cleanly, comfortably, 
and even warmly, clad. When found, tbe younger boy, a 
remarkably fine little fellow, Һай gloved hands, and wore polished 
shoes. The appearance of this cbild in particular, lying аз in sleep, 
with half-parted lics, a very clear complexion, and dazzling fair 
hair, powerfully affected all who saw it. They were buried oa Fri- 
day. A reqaieiti»n hag b en imade by the ап: гів here to tbe 
proper quarter iu Eugland for the compuleory attendance of Anne 
Uampòell as wilntes in this care. lu the meantime she has made a 
statement to the magistrates’ clerk st Dover, which has been for- 
warded to the authorities at Bonloyue.

A TERRIFIO FIRE. 

Tue other evening & tremendous fice, only to be paralle'ed by 
those that destroyed Fenning'e and Tooping's wharves on the river 
side, broke out on the of Mesers. Barry and Brothers, 
wharflagers aud saltpetre merchants, Mill-street, Dockhead, Ber- 
mondeey, lately in the occupation of Messre. Meriton aud Hagen, 
and koown вз the Buffersnce Wharves, Bermondsey. These 
wharves are situated in one of the most confined but busiest localities 
on the waterside. The factory in which the fire broke out con- 
tained many thousand tons of saltpetre, and as the conflagra- 
tion gained an ascendaucy between seven aud eight o'clock, 
the effect of it, both as а spscacl) and as a de- 
tractive ageucy, was fearful in the extreme. А strong 
wind was raging from south-east to south-west, and as the 
powder-piles snd blocks of saltpetre caught fire from in- 
terval to interval there arose immense volumes of fire, 
Low red, now white, vow blue, and then blendicg into fone burst 
all the colours of the rainbow, illuminating the air round ab ut, 
aud scattering the smoke and ashes and sparks upon the factories 
aud buildings in the immediate neighbourhood. ‘The total loss, it 
is couputed by those connected with the insurance offices, will 
amount to about £250,000, and nearly the whole of the metro- 
Politan aud provincial fire insurance companies will be saff )rers to 
a more or less extent by the catastrophe

BHOOKING MURDER. 


Epwarp WiLLIAM BrAPLES and James Turner, the two men 
against whom a verdiot of wilfully murdering Caleb Fisher, a farm 
labourer, has beeu returned by the coroner's jury, were on Monday 
brought before Mr. O. L. Wilson and a bench of magistrates, at the 
Bell Hotel, Bromley, for further examination. The ciroumetances 
of this case are of the most brutal nature. The unfortunate de- 
ceased was formerly а navvy ; but was recently in the employ of & 
Mr. Jackson, a farmer, of Orpington, ia Kent, ав а labourer. On 
the night of Saturday. the 20:h ingt., the prisoner and the deceased, 
it appears, were drinking together in а public-house. A quarrel, 
or rather a diepute arose, bat upon the advice of the police the de- 
ceased man left the prisoners, and proceeded towards Orpington 
on his way home. They, however, afterwards pursued him, and 
sul uently he was found by the police in an insensible state, 
in which condition he expired some twenty-four hours after wards. 

The case created much interest; the court itself, as well as its 
approaches, were crowded by labouring men and others, by many 
4 whom the deceased as well as the ners were known. 

The prisoners were placed at the bar in the custody of Sergeant 
Powell (the prosecutor), and Inspeotor Kent was present to watch 
the case on bebalf of the police authorities ; the prisoners were not 
legally represented. 

The depositions of the different witnesscs taken before the 
coroner having been read, . 

William Becker was sworn. He said: I live at Orpington. I 
have known the deceased for some years The ro are 
strangers to me. I went to the Artichoke public-house on the 19th 
November and met Fisher there. Turner and deceased were 
quarrelling about working on а railway fifteen years ago. I was 
not in company with Turner, but I was with Fisher. I think it 
was about half-past ten when I went into the house. We always 
called the deceased “Jem,” but I find his real name is Caleb. I was 
in his company about half an hour. When I heard the deceased 
and Turner first quarrelling they were standing before the bar. 
This was about a querter to twelve. We afterwards went out of 
the house together. All that I heard in the house was deceased 
ssid he worked on the reilwsy fifteen years ago, and Turner said he 
did not. When we got into the road they begen quarrelling again 
upon the same subject. I am sure the prisoner Btpeles joined in the 

uarrel. I did not hear Staples say anything while in the bouge. 
When in the road I heard Turuer call the deceased a “ liar." Upon 
this the deceased went up to Turner and struck him in the face. 
Two policemen then came up. After the police came up the de- 
ceased pushed Turner again. Then Staples remarked aloud, “I 
would not allow a man to serve me as Fisher is serving Turner," 
and at the same time he attempted to pull off his coat ‘The police 
then said. Now, Fisher, I won't have any more of this here. Go 
home. Fisher then said, “ Yes, I will go,” and then went straight 
up the road, saying “Good night” to the policeman.

Frederick Brooke Fulcher, surgeon. of Orpington, said: I at- 
tended the deceased up to his death. I afterwards made а post- 
mortem examination, in oonjunotion with Dr. Ingleheart. On re- 
moving the scalp we found a fracture of the temporal bone, and a 
fracture of the left frontal bone, extending upwards about an inch 
and a quarter. The principal injuries were inflicted on this part. 
On the surface on the top of the brain were found about an ounce 
and в half or two ounces of coagulated blood, and the whole of the 
brain was more or lese congested, having the appearance of liver. 
The posterior part of the orbit of the left eye was filled with coagu- 
lated blood, and the pupil of the right eye totally insensible to light, 
occasioned from injuries received during life. On the left side of 
the lower jaw there was a severe fracture; the heart was rather 
large, filled with venous blood, fatty at the base, but otherwise 
healthy. The lungs were healthy, but congested, which would not 
be caused by the blows. Death was the result of injuries inflicted 
by some mechanical means. 

By the magistrates: I do not think the injuries I have described 
could have been caused by one blow. I t the deceased was 
first struck on the jaw, from the fact of there being braised blood 
beneath the skin, and then kicked in the eye. 

The magistrate (to Inspector Kent): Did the deceased speak at 
any time after he wag found? No, sir, not & word. He was for 
twenty-four hours a living-dead man. 

Rebecca Fisher, the wife of the deceased, was called. She ap- 
p very ill and was deeply affected by the loss of her hus- 

d. She said, I was present when my husband was brought 
home. He was totally iasensible, aud never evoke a word.

Both of these wounds were commi- 
nutei, with fracture of the skull The instrument with which 
they were inflicted must have been heavy and blunt. He stayed 
with her about half an hour till she died, which took place at about 
& quarter to seven. Hesaw the l of blood, which was still fluid, 
on the ground ; and on the middle panel of the door of the pantry.

DOUBLE MURDER AND ATTEMPTED SUICIDE. 


A SHOCKING tragedy was recentlv enacted in the village of Svetow, 
about four miles from Leicester. The porpetrator is named Tim why 
Baum, aged twenty-eight, a wheelwright, who +< now in custo , 
and his victims are his wife, Jane Baum, aged th ty-t wo, and h's 
only daughter, Emma Baum, eleven months old. ‘the particule `4 
of this dreadfal occurrence appear to be as follows :— А bout eleyo , 
e’clock on Friday night week, the murderer's mother-ia aw, Mcs. 
Jane Bheltoo, who lived with her daughter, was asleep i room 
adjoining to that in which Daum and his wife and ohll! were 
sleeping, when she was disturbed by the cries of the child. On 
getting up aud going towards the bedroom she met Baum ooming 
out of his room with a bloody knife in his hand. She asked him 
the cause of it, but he made no reply, and at once made an attempt 
to cut his throat, but was frustrated in his design, as the weapon 
was dashed out of his band by Mrs. Shelton. He then rushed down 
stairs, but returned in a few minutes with the knffe-box in his 
hand, and was feeling as if in search of the carving-knife, whiob, 
however, díd not happen to be there. With great presence of 
mind, Mrs. Shelton took the knife-box out of his hand, sefzed 
him, and dragged him into a bedroom, where she pushed him 
into & chair and cried out “Murder.” This brought to 
her assistance a youth named Toone, who slept in an 
adjoining room, and he speedily gave the alarm to the neigh- 
bours, and two men, Matthew Toone and William Adcock, were 
quickly on the spot. Mre. Shelton then entered her daughter's 
bedroom, and found her lying in bed with a stab in her throat, 
quite dead, and ber child at her side, also with its throat out from 
езг to ear. Police-constable Miles, who happened to be on duty iu 
the street at the time, arrested the prisoner on a charge of murder- 
ing his wife and child; to this he made no reply. In the mean- 
time Mr. J. O. Robinson, surgeon, of Systow, was sent for, and 
on his arrival he pronounced the infant to be still alive; but, 
notwithstanding his medical skill, the poor thing only lingered 
till about three o'clock, when it expired. Ав the prisoner had 
been in a low and desponding state for some time past, and 
under Mr. Robinson's treatment, the latter did not con- 
sider him in а condition to be removed during that night. 
He was, therefore, kept nuder the surveillance of the 
police, and taken to Leicester by oon on Batur- 
dr morning, and lodged at the county station. From 
the position in which the mother snd her child were found, 
the former with her left arm in bed and the right arm outside over 
the clothes, with her infant at her side, there can be no doubt that 
they were murdered in their sleep. Death must have been instan- 
taneous to the mother, as the stab, which was on the right side of 
the throat, was a very severe one, close to the artery. adds 
to the horror of the tragedy is the fact that the unfortunate woman 
was near her confinement. 

Prisoner wae taken before tbe Leicester megistrates sitting at 
the QM Public-office, on Saturday, st noon, and was re- 
manded.

Тнк inhabitants of the 
ancient city of the Cid 
Campeado, now fully 
aware of the terrible са- 
tastrophe which has be- 
fallen their unfortuna'e 
neighbours, have set them- 
selves earnestly to the 
work of providing for their 
more pressing necessities. 
With this object several 
thousand loaves of bread 
have been forwarded to 
Alcira, aud subscriptions 
heve been set on foot. 
Already about £1 560 have 
been subscribed. Every 
day proves that the iuuu- 
dation has been more dis- 
astrous aod frightful then 
ws at fir anticipated. 
At а distance of seventy 
kilometres, or about forty- 
four miles from Valencia 
there is, or, more correctly, 
there wes, one of the 
largest and finest bridges 
ou the railway between 
Valencia and Madrid. In 
a single span, two hundred 
teet lung, it orossed at a 
height of eighty-five feet 
the river, or rather the 
ravine, of Montesa. Ex- 
posed to heavy torrents 
from the neighbouring 
wountains in the rainy 
season, it was made extra 
strong, and at а height which the watere had never been known to 
reach It is not, however, till we come to the town of Oarcagente 
and the neighbourhood that the full proportions of the inundations 
begia to appear. Here for miles around nothing was visible bot 
sn immense lake. In the village of Tous, consisting in all of about 
two hundred houses, the court-house, the abbey, with all the parish 
1ecorda, the cemetery, and 107 private houses have been completely 
ewept away. (See illastration. In Sumacarcel sixty houses have 
been destroyed. A poor woman, with e child of five months in her

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Wuar amount of warning end experience will avail to prevent 
people getting out of a railway carriage while iç is atili in wotioa? 
A bis is question asked ell over the country сугу io vy oye, and 
esch generation, and each person at diffierent periods ol nis Ше, 
asks the same question 9:006 the particular mode of getting killed 
which is tue fashion at the time. А more carious fac; can hardiy 
present itself in the study of man 1a society thau thas a noticeable 
number of deaths takes place every year from the practice of leaving 
a train before it has come to а stana ; the number of deaths show- 
ing how common tue rashness musi be, because there must be many 
more escspes than fatal results. li is astonishing that so mach 
mischiet should come of #0 very slight a temptation. [hero can 
be no other object than to save а minute or two of time. 10 save 
those two minutes men and women defy all warnings, treat all 
printed notices at the station as if they did not exist, break 
the law, and, when brought up and fined, consider them- 
selves  ill-used because so many people do the same 
thing without being punished. We saw en eminent rail- 
way digoiary brought up the other day on the summons of а pas- 
songer who was on the аі because he had himself been pun- 
isbed; and the excuse made for ве director by one of the officials 
was that ij was nothing new in him, аз ho was always doing it. 
Une wonders whether, if he bad lost hia life in that way, it would 
have had the effect of stopping the practice. It possibly might, 
though the killing of @bsoure persons seems to have no deterring 
infiuence at all. Just now it seems ss ií women were more reokiese 
in tuis matter than men; or it may be that their dress exposes 
them to шоте danger. The haste which makes them risk so much 
to save two minutes ia, however, more strange in them than in 
шеп of business, accustomed to evonomise their odd moments. 
Tue other cay it was the shawl which caught and threw the 
elderly Lavosshire galeswoman under the wheels. Bome- 
times i; is a wide sleeve, or the corner of an apron, or 
(аё we need scarcely add) some portion of that absurd aud uuma- 
nagesble circuimíerenoe of skirt which exposes the wearer of crino- 
Jue or hoops to evil observation, insul; aud реги of life at every 
turn. Sometimes the fatal step is taken from aheer ignorance of 
the iorces in operation, and in consequent uubelief of the danger. 
lí we ook back through a generation or two, we shail perceive 
that it takes long for warning and experience to prodace a prao- 
tical effect; yet we may hope, as this sort of rashness takes dif- 
ferent Іогша at intervals, that something is learned in course of 
time. Fifty years ago the largest proportion of deaths requiring an 
inquest, and of cases in the socid-nt wards of county huspitals in 
the agricultural districts, wae from waggoners riding on the 
shafts of the waggon. Most commonly they were tipsy or asleep, 
or both but sober and wide-awake farm servants did it too, 
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in spite of the law, of the masters orders, of flne or im- 
prisonment, and even of the loss of comrades by that sort of aooi- 
dent. It seems as if some great amelioration in this particular 
must have been obtained, for we seldom now hear of inquests on 
persons so killed. We should have said the same of the practice of 
reading in bed by candle-light, but for tho flagrant case which 
occurred last week, when a young lady, on a visit, burned her bed, 
and destroyed ber-elt in that manner. Possitly, the decline in 
the number of deaths from this cause may be much owing to the 
prevalent disuse of bac-curtains; but of the fact we trust there ig 
no doubt. Some few years since we congratulated ourselves on 
the redaction of danger to women from fire, from the high head- 
dress and the puffed out sleeves, with their atufflag of eiderdown 
having gone out of fashion. But we bave little reason for oom- 
placency. High head-dresses went out of fashion for many years 
and if they are coming in sgain, we have done with candles, and 
have the safety of covered lamps; but the peril is only 
transferred, and with great aggravation, from the head-dress and 
the candle to the skirts and the hearth. If the inquests which are 
held in long succession on women burnt, run over, and torn to 
pieces by machinery, cannot check the practice of wearing the hoop, 
nothing that can be said, here or any where, can have much effect. 
Are there aay means of ascertainiog the amount of deaths in each 
year by tbe various forms of reckless folly we have glanced at? If 
not, might there not be an annual statement issued, derived from 
the coroners’ books, of the deathe occasioned by a certain number 
of these prevalent practices? It is well kaown that a considerable 
proportion of the deaths is never brought under the coroners 
notice at all. Во say these officials; and especially in regard to 
the стїроМшө cases. It ie aleo true that the maimicgs will 
remain out of sight; but still, we are disposed to think that such а 
record, spread turough the country anuually, and duly remarked on 
avd pushed home by the clergy and sensible people every where, 
must produce some distinct and permanent impression, and check 
many ап act of rashness. Such a chapter of accidents might be 
the most instructive ever published. 
— 


Tux decision of the Court of Queen's Bench, in the case of Fisher 
v. Howard, finally sets at rest tue vexed question of what із а bona 
fide traveller, entitled to refreshment duriug the hours when publio- 
houses are closed for other purposes. Опа Sanday io the month 
of September last a number of persons were at the Victoria Station, 
with the objec: of leaving London in the train that started for 
Croydon at ten minutes before one o'closk. They demanded refresh- 

ments a; the refreshment-room after having taken their tickets, and 
were supplied, вз travellers. Proceedings were taken against the 
proprietor of the rooms for serving customers within the prohibited 
hours. The clause in the Police Aot, 2 and 8 Victoria, cap. 47, 
seo. 42, under which the proceedings had been taken, provides that 

no licensed victualler shall open his house for the sale of fermented 
liqiors on Bunday, Christmas Day, sud Good Friday before one 
o'clock in the afternoon, except for tue refreshmant of travellers. 
Tue magistrates of the Westminster Police-court, before whom the 
case was broaght, decided that the persons in question, not having 
actually beguu to travel by the traiu, were not travellers within 
the meaning of the Act; although, had they finished their rail- 
way journey, and cessed to travel by the train, they 

weuld in their opinion have been travellers, and as such 
entitled to refreshment. They therefore convicted the defendant. 
From this decision of the magistrates the defendant appealed to the 
Court of Queen's Bench, and on Saturday the case came on for 
argument before the fall court. The arguments employed in sup- 
port of the conviction were exceediogly pecalier. It was contended 
thst & man who leaves his own house to go a journey partly on foot, 
or by а vehicle drawn by horses, as an omnibus or саб, and partly 
by railroad, does not begin to travel when he steps across his own 
threshold, bat only when he has started by the train. The fact of 
the train getting in motion, it would appear, was considered to have 
such e miraculous effect in impressivug upon æ passenger the cha- 
racier о! a traveller, that be remains one even afier he has alighted 
&t the terminus where his tran it enda, aud has given up his ticket. 
He may accordingly, when he had ceased to be a railway traveller, 
demand, and be i&wfully served with, reíreshment at а publio- 
house, even though his destination—that is, the place to which he 
was going—might be some private house in the same town or vil- 
lage, or even the same street. Ol course, likewise, he may demand 

end be legally served with, refreshmente wherever the train stops 

alter beiug once ш motion. Bai to пате refreshment at the Vio- 
toris Station, fer example, even alter oomiog up from St. Albans 
or Watlord, by rail and ob, or after walking all the way 
from Barnet to Pimlico, is something quite out of the question 

and contrary to law. As for the fact or the persons who might 
require to be supplied refresnment having taken their tickets, that 
Was no sign ог token whatever of their being travellers. It was 
ouly evidences of their intention to travel, or of а reasonable proba- 
bility of being about to travel. It was also urged that the Aot 
said nothing abont railways (any more than about the term bona 
fide), although it had been contended chat the whole question turned 
upon the point whether the persons demanding retreshment, aud 
served therewith, bad actusiiy bean іп & train that was in motion. 
Lhis singular mode of reasoning, however, was rejaoted by the fall 
Ovurt. Lhe court was evon inclined to think that a person who 
had set оц from home to go a journey by raliway was a traveller 
entitled to demand refreshment, and who might be legally served 
therewith, whether he had actually taken his ticket or not. But this 
poiut did not call for decision, becsuse in the case actually before the 
court for settlement the persons supplied with refreshment at the 
Victoria Station actually had taken their tickets. In the view of 
the court the scope and intent of the Act was to prevent people 
sitting drinking and amokiag in pablic-houses within the prohibited 
houre—" boozing,” ав one of the jadges happily and graphically 
characterised it.

into effect, and will be continued during the Queen's pleasure. 1 he 
Queen approved of the decision of the council, and the same after- 
noon the Captain-General of Madrid was directed to communicate 
to the Lufance that he must prepare to leave siadrid on his journey 
at eight o’clook that night, with or without his family as ho chose. 
Ths Infante, who had not anticipated such serious consequences 
from his letter, wished to write ® 8- c ond, retracting and apologizing 
for all which had given offence in tue first, but was iuformed thai 
it was too late.

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DEATH OF LORD MANNERS. 


Tue Right Hon. John Thomas, second Baron Man- 
nera, of Foston, Lincolnshire, whose portrait we here 
aive, died on Ше 14tb ult. at Hastings. His lordship 
bad bren in а consumption for some time, and of lato 
bis health had been in а very precarious state. 

Bince the time when Bir Robert De Manrers war 
one of the principal persons ín the county of Northum- 
berlard, in Edward II's reign, and defended Norham 
Osstle gallantly in the first year of Edward 1118 
reign; end Thomas Earl of Rutland was distinguished 
in the reignof Henry VIII; and Cherles, fourth Dake 
of Ratland, was even more honourably koown to pos- 
terity as the patron of Orabbe than as the excellent 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, the family has been 
always famous for its adberence to the Conservative 
cause, and contributes more than one of the honoured 
rame to the ranks of the Opposition. Lord Manners 
was the son—by his second wife Jane, daughter of 
Mr. James Butler, of Fethard —of the Right Hon. 
Thomas Manners Sutton, a distinguished bariieter, 
who was solicitor-general in 1805, & baron of tbe 
Exohequer shortly afterwards, and Lord Obancellor 
of Ireland, 1807-28, with the title of Baron Manners 
of Foston. This first Geer o brother was Charles, Lord 
Archbishop of Canterbury; his father was Loid 
George Manners Sutton (son of the third Duke of 
Ratland), who inherited the estates and assumed 
the name of his maternal grandfather, Robert 
Sutton Baron Lexington; and big nephew was 
the Primate's son, the famous Speaker of tLe House of 
Commons, 1817-84, Obarles Manners Button, who was 
raised to the peerage as Viscount Oanterbary. Tho 
late prer was born in Btephen's-green, Dublin, August 
17, 1818; succeeded his father May 81, 1812; and 
married, Sept 28, 1848, Lydia Sophia, third danghter 
of Captain William Bateman Dashwood, R.N., by 
whom he leaves а youthfal family of three sons 
and two daughters. Не is succeeded in bis title 
and estates, which are at Fornham, near Bury Bt. 
Edmund's, by his eldest son, John Thomas, born 
May 31, 1452. The late peer was а deputy lie u-

WHAT IS A BONA FIDE TRAVELLER. 


Ix the Court of Queen's Beach was heard а case, Fisher v. Howard, 
being an appeal against a conviction of Mr. Arnold, one of the me- 
tropolitan police magistrates, under the 2ad and 3rd Viet. с 47, sec 
42, by which it was enacted that “no licensed viotualler should 
open his house for the sale of fermented liquors on Sundays, Obrist- 
mas-daye, and Good Fridays, before one o'clock in the afternoon, 
except for the refreshment of travellers.” It appeared that some 
persons Wire going from the Victoria S'ation to Oro don on а 
Bunday ‘They bad absolutely taken their tickets, and they then, 
before the train started, went into the appellant's refreshment- 
rooms at the station, and were served with some refreshmente. 
Mr. Arnold convicted tbe publican under the Act, upon which 
he sppealed on the ground that tho parties supplied wiih 
refreshments were travellers, aud csme within the exemption in 
the Act. 

Mr. O. Pollock now urged on the part of the respondent, and ia 
support of the conviction, that these persone wera not travellers 
The Act said nothiog respecting persons being passengers by 
railways. 

Mr. Justice Crompton: What is ibe moaning of the word “tra- 
veller ? When does a man become a traveller? 

Mr. Pollock said that, aooordiuy to th» view of the other side, a 
man would become a traveller as soon as he left hie house. Many 
of the persons who kept refreshment houses were also innkeepers. 
If the appollaut was justified iu serving these parties with refresh- 
ments any publican bad a right to give refreshment to auy one 
who alleged that he was going by a railway. A man might feel a 
want of something before be reached the railway station. A man 
might live a Highgate. sud might f-el à nec-ssity of tasting tome- 
thing soon afier he started from his home. Would the publican be 
justified in serving him? If so it would render the statute nu- 
g*'ory. The Act had no references to railways. 

Mr. Justice Mello: : A man takes a railway ticket, and although 
һе did nct stsrt at the moment, yet surely he was a traveller. 

Mr. Justice Crompton: Whenua inan has taken his ticket, he

Mr. Jus os Mellor said there was reason in every oase. If it was 
to bo said that after a man had tiken his ticket ha was not а 
'raveller, and could not obtain refresbinects, railway travelling on 
Sundays might be stopped altogether 

Mr. Pollock taid he thought that two men walking from High- 
gale were ss much travellers as thoco wio were going by rail way. 

Mr. Sleigh, Mr. Poland, and Mr. Jeukius appeared for the sp- 
pellant, bat were not heard. 

Mr. Justice Crompton said the conviction must be quashed. 
Tue parties in thie сме were travellers ia the full sense of the 
term For himself, he thought s wan ікрі be considered a tra- 
voller who was going by rail before he took his ticket. 

Mr. Justice Mellor said the Act was for the prevention of per- 
fous going into publis-houses and sitting down drinking and 
smoking. These cases must be decided iu а great measure by 
common sense.

Ac.o:diug; to the medicsl evi- 
дерсе produced by the prosecution she was of в low order 
of intellect, but not insane, although it was to be feared that if re- 
leased she would again commit inceudiarism. The mad doctors 
distinctly said the state of her mind waa not auch as to justify them 
in detaining her in a lunatioasylum Under these circumatauces 
the publio prosecutor pressed earnestly for & conviction, otherwise, 
he said, a ravengeful criminal wouid be let loose upou society, en- 
couraged by impunity, and a judicial corticale of irresponsibility, 
to commit flesh crimes ‘The conusel for the defenos, however, 
plead«d monomenia produced by unredressed wrongs. He admitted 
the great probability that bis client would, if she remained in her 
uative village, st fre to more etacks, but said there was в hope of 
her berg cared if she could be removed to some distant spot. The 
jury acquitted the prisoner, and the court ordered that she should

This is entirely 
removed, it appears, by the application of в solution of the sul- 
phate of iron. Haricot beans watered with thi; substance acquired 
an additional weight of sixty per cent Mulberries, peaches, pears, 
vines, and wheat derive advanteges from the same treatment. In 
the cultivation of clover wonderful advantages have been gained 
by the application of the sulphate ef iron on soils where it is 
desired to produce an early crop. The material is of course cheap, 
and the quantity small. All the scales falling around the blick- 
swith’s anvil should ba save] for the land—they are worth 61. a 
quart to the gardeners. No fruit is во much benefited by iron rust 
in soils as the pear. 


THE BIRMINGHAM САТТЕ AND POULTRY EXHI- 
BITION. 

Tux annual show of cattle, roots, corn, and poultry, opened for the 
sixteenth year, in Bingley Hall, on Monday morning. Respeoting 
the show of animals generally, though it presents this year fully 
the avecege stauderd of ex>llonce. there ig less than usval to be 
observed of predominating morit in particular specimens. It some- 
times happens that people can, like the comedian, “ see at a glance” 
which is tbe best animal of its class, and can form a tolerably correct 
guess which is woriby to take rank as the premier of the collection. 
This year, ho wever, the competition is so exceedingly close in many 
of the divisions (whether from the prize animal hardly being up 
to the level of former years, or his companions being generally 
beyond i), that the distiuction of merit is not to be discovered with- 
out long and careful examination. The judges, though increased 
from three to five for the cattle classes, and divided into a double 
stsff, did not finish their work much earlier than they did last year, 
when the fame three had to go through tbe whole list. Notwith- 
standing the psins they thus bestowed, their judgments will no 
doubt be many of them reversed in the court of appeal, at Islington ; 
for, while exp: rience of cattle show adjudication every year proves 
that it is impossible for separate bodies of impartial men to exactly 
agree as to the comparative excellence cf prize animals, the present 
assortment is peculiarly calculst d to elicit their differences. 

In the classes for cattle the Hercfords. as usual, carried off the 
palm, though there were no very ex'ra^rdinary animals exhibited. 
Tha ox shown by Mr. Phillips, of Ardington, Berka, in class 1, 
took rot only the "rer prize, but alao the extra £25, as the bast 
beast exhibited iu the class, the gold medal as the brat ox or steer 
ad the twenty-five guineas as the beet beast in the yard. Lord 
Walsinghsia’s (the president) prize, a silver onp value 
twenty-five guiness, for the best ox or steer of any breed 
or age, to be bred and fed by the exhibitcr. was carried off 
by an animal exhibited by Mr. T. Pulves, of Broughton, poar 
Wellingborough ; and the Earl of Aylesford's extra prize of £15 
for the best abort-horn heifer was given to an avimal exhibited 
by the Dake of Sutherland; but for this prize there was much 
competition Thocxtra prize of £25 for the best animal of the 
Devon breed exhibited was taken by Mr. W. Smith, of Exeter, for 
an animal shown by him in class 10, for Devon steers not exceeding 
three years and three months old. Lord Derby took the first prize 
in class 16, West Highland oxen or steers, some fifteen animals 
being exhibited in that class. His lordship also took the extra £25 
вв exhibitor of tbe best specimen of the Scotch breed in the three 
classes. In the four classes for cows and heifers the gold medal 
was awarded to an animal exhibited by Mr. Stedman, of Shrop- 
shire, in class 3, and a more splendid specimen of purity of breed 
has never been ecen at any show. The extra prize of £25 for the 
best shorthorn was awarded tos cow shown in class 9 by Mr. Ro- 
beri Sharpe, of Courtlands, Sussex. 

The classes for sheep were well filled. The Shropshires were 
good, but by far the best animals shown were the two shear 
Downs exhibited by Lord Walsingham; such animals ag there 
have never been seen before in Bingley Hall. In class 26, 
the extra £10 prize for the best pen of long-wools offered 
by Mr. Holliday, the late Mayor of Birmingham, was 
awarded to а pen exhibited by Mr. Feljambe, of Osberton Hall, 
Notts; aud the extra prize of £25. offered by the linen aud 
woollen drapers of Birmingham for the best pen of fat 
wethers, was awarded to Lord Walsiogham, who carried off 
the first avd second prizes in this class, the third being given to 
Lord Radnor. The extra prize of ten guineas for the best pen of 
South and other Down sheep, offered by Mr. Baldwin, a member 
of the Birmingbam Town Council, and Mr. Hodgeon, the deputy 
olerk of the peace, was awarded to Lord Walsingham; end Mr. 
Newdegate’s prize, a silver cup, for the best pen of Bhropshires, 
was gained by Lord Wenlock, the competition in this class being 
very considerable.

On Saturday evening, the ceremony of presenting 
— to the successfal competitors of the London 
tish Rifles took plece in Westminster Hall, 

in the presence of а large gathering of epectators. 
The prizes, which were both valuable and nu- 


merous, were displayed on a platform at the 


western extremity of the hall, on which also pre- 
sided Lady Elcho, who subsequently banded {һе 
to the different recipients. 

The members of the corps mustered in the hall 
in strong force about seven 0'с!оск, and were put 
through а long series of manœuvres by Captain 
and Adjutant Page. They were afterwards in- 
spected by their Lieutenant-Colonel, Lord Elobo, 
and then faced towards the platform, the prize 
winners several paces in advance. 

Lady ErcHe then stepped forward and said, 
before presenting the prizes she desired to express 
her extreme pleasure at meeting the corps once 
more, and wished the», with all her heart, health 
and happiness during the coming year. 

The presentation was then proceeded with. 
Osptain Page read from the prize list the names 
of the recipients, who severally ascended the 
platform, and received his trophy from the hands 
of Lady Elcho, who in each instance. in au арргс- 
priate sentence, complimented the fortunate 
winner. 

At the conclusion of the presentation, 

Lord ELcho, who was loudly cheered, said he 
desired to say а few words with reference both 
to the class-firing and to the state of tho regi- 
ment. The list of the marksmen in class-firing 
showed that the science of shooting wa: be- 
coming steadily developed. This year the highest 
number of points got was 21, against 17 in 186?, 
which in 1864 was the third best. In 1863, 
also, 249 fired in their classes; but this year 
240 only had fired, which showed а very 
satisfactory state of things.

It would appear that on Tuesday after- 
no эп, about five o'clock, Mr. Elliott was in the 
George Inn, Pilgrim-street, with & friend, where 
they stayed only в short time, when Mr. Elliott 
returned to his shop, which is near the hoatelry 
named. About hall-past six o'clock on the same 
evening Mr. Elliott again visited the George Inn, 
when he was accompanied by two friends, Mr. 
I'Anson and Mr. Thompson. The party stayed 
at the hotel some twenty minutes, or thereabouts, 
and seven o'clock being near, the time at which 
he usually closed his shop, Mr. Elliott told his 
friends to wait where they were until he saw to 
the locking-up of his premises. For this purpose 
he left the hotel, as his friends believed, and 
which proved to be the case, and he told the shop 
boy to put upthe shutters. Tho shop boy did as 
he was bid, and saw his master cross Pilgrim- 
street and turn the corner into Moaley-itreet. 
From that time until tho present nothing has 
been seen cr heard of him. His friends waited 
for more tban half an hour in the George Hotel 
for bis return, and thon sent a servant girl to 
inquire if he was coming back, but she could 
leern nothing, and as they had made an ap- 
pointment with Mr. Elliott to go to a 
Masonic lodge—all these gentlemen being Frev- 
masons — hey dil not await his return апу 
longer. Mr. Elliot; not gcing to his house at 
Raveusworth-terrace, Gateshead, during the night, 
his wife became alarmed, and inquiries concerning 
Lim were made at the various Newcastle and 
Gateshead police-stationa, but no intelligence 
could be learned at either of those places of the 
missing gentleman. It was his castom—and it 
would not seem an advisable custom—to carry 
to his residence in Gateshead the money taken iu 
the shop during the day, and from that fact many 
people infer that the money he would carry with 
bim on Tuesday night may have tempted the cu- 
pidity of some villauous characters who were 
aware of the circumstance, and who, while rob- 
biug their victim, may have murdered him, end 
thrown the body into the river from the High 
Level Bridge. We sincerely hope that such way 
prove not to be the case. At опе time the New- 
castle polica intended to drag the river with grap- 
pliug iro:g, to see if they could discover whether 
the Jatter surmige had any foundation; but this 
will rot be doro until to-day. Mr. Elliott is about 
thirty-dvo years of age, 516 Giu or Oft.
